Most of the pictures were of young, 
nude boys performing sexual acts. Some 
of the boys appeared to be as young as 
2 years old. - 

The 17-year-oid who told police he had 
posed for Buzzek Tuesday night also 
told police Buzzek had assured him that 
he was shipping the pictures out of 
town. He said Buzzek paid Mm $30. 

THE YOUTH TOLD police he first 
met Buzzek several months ago while he 
was a ward of the Illinois Department 
of Children and FamEy Services 
[DC'F'S]. He said Buzzek tried to solicit 
W( pose when he lived at the Rav- 
en i YMCA, 1725 W. Wilson Av., as 
a ward of the state agency. Buzzek was 
employed there as. a desk cierk. 



"The boy said Buzzek also attempted 
to solicit other DCFS wards living at the 
YMCA/' Kelly said. 

Buzzek. has worked at the YMCA since 
1973 and YMCA officials said they had 
never received any complaints about his 
conduct, 

. He had been under police surveillance 
for more titan a month after Chicago 
Boy Scout officials alerted authorities 
' that they thought he was producing and 
selling child pornography. 

BUZZEK HAD worked In Scooting 
since 1972 as an unpaid volunteer. Most 
of his work was supervisory, Scout offi- 
cials said, and be rarely had contact 
with anyone but adults in the program. 

He was charged with obscenity, con- 
tributing to the sexual deliquency of a 
minor, and distributing material harm- 
ful to a child, and was freed on $3,000 
bond. He will appear Oct. 19 in Branch 
29 of Circuit Court. 

IN A RAH) Tuesday night police ar- 
rested Michael J. Orr, 32, ot 4123 W. 
Barry Av. on suspicion of inducing 
schoolboys to pose for pornographic pic* 
tures in exchange for drugs. 

Police recovered more than 7,000 
amphetamine pills and 100 pornographic 
pictures of boys from 10 to IS years of 
age from Orr's basement apartment. 

They raided the apartment with a 
search warrant issued on the basis of 
information received from school chil- 
dren and informants. 

Police confiscated about 20 reels of 
homemade movies and a box containing 
at least 100 file cards listing the names, 
addresses, ages, and schools of boys be- 
tween 10 and 16 years of age. 

They also found a movie projector and 
microscope stolen May 24 in a burglary 
at Heilly Elementary School, 3650 W. 
School St. 

Orr was charged with possession of a 
controlled substance, possession of sto- 
len property, and failure to register a 25 
caliber weapon. He is scheduled to ap- 
pear in Narcotics Court Oct. 28.

Probe Scout aide's tie 
to U.S. child porn ring 



CHICAGO POLICE have asked federal 

uthorities to join an investigation of a 
3 " --old volunteer Boy Scout official 
v y believe was operating a na- 
'on...-e child pornography network. 

Police arrested David Buzzek. 4429 N. 
,entrai Park Av.* in bis apartment ear- 
y Wednesday after Buzzek allegedly 
thotographed a nude 17-year-old youth , 
■sere and had sexual relations with him. 

When police raided Buzzek 's apart- 
lent, they discovered an elaborately 



equipped bedroom used as a studio and 
a laboratory to process color and black 
and white photos and movies. 

Police also found card files with hun- 
dreds of names and addresses of per- 
sons all over the United Slates. Sgt. 
Ronald Kelly of Belmont Avenue Youth 
Division, who led the raid on Buzzek '5 
apartment, said he will try to determine 
if the names are those of .clients who

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Scout official arrested in N.W. Side porn raid

A Boy Scouts of America volunteer official 
was arrested Wednesday in his Northwest 
Side apartment, which police said doubled as 
a studio for pornographic photos and films of 
naked boys. 

David Buzzek, 33, of 4129 N. Central Park, a 
program commissioner for the Bay Scouts, 
was arrested in a raid after a 17-yeardd told 
Youth Division investigators he had been paid 
to pose for nude photos. 

Police said the youth is a state ward who 
has lived at the Ravenswood YMCA, 1725 W. 
Wilson, where Buzzek has worked as a desk 
clerk since 1973.- 

The arrest of Buzzek erided a monthlong 
investigation that began when Boy Scout offi- 
cials loid poiice they believed Buzzek might 



he involved in the production of pornographic 
'materials, Youth Division Comdr. Harold 
Thomas said. 

Thomas said investigators confiscated nu- 
merous, photos, slides and films depicting 
boys — some as young as 5 — performing 
homosexual acts and posing naked. 

Moreover, investigators found photo equip- 
* nient and file cards with the names and ad- 
dresses of persons around the country, which 
^iricated that Buzzek might be selling por- 
nographic materials to an established clien- 
tele, Thomas said. 

Boy Scout officials emphasized that, as a 
r program commissioner, Buzzek was not in- 
volved directly with scouts. He helped . run 
special events, train scoutmasters and keep 
records, a spokesman, said. 



Boy Scout officials said they suspected Buz- 
zek's involvement after two incidents earlier; ' 
this year. 

M We believe that he was in the* gay-liber- 
ation parade and that started us off on the 
whole trail/' David J. Buerklin, director of 
Hetd service for the scouts' . Chicago Area ' 
Council, said. M He was seen wearing an adult- 
leuder uniform." , .* * . 

On the second occasion, Buerklin said, an- 
other scout official who visited Buzzek on 
business saw the photos of naked boys in Buz- 
zek's apartment. ' - 

Buzzek has been involved with the Boy 
Scouts since October, 1972, and in 1975 be- 
came program commissioner of the Arrow- 
head District, which serves about 1,500 youths 
in 2-1 North Side troops, 

, Thomas said police began their surveillance 
nf Buzzek on Aug. 23, On Tuesday night, in : 

. vestigators watching Buzzek's apartment saw 
a youth leaving and asked him why he was 
there. . 
The youth told police that Buzzek had of- 

. fered him $30 to pose in the nude. Thomas 
said the youth, who was placed in the YMCA 
by the Illinois Department of Children and 
Family Services, apparently had been in- 
volved with Buzzek for more than a year. 



With this information, police obtained 
search warrant and raided the apartmei 
, early Wednesday morning, Thomas said. 
v Buzzek was being held In lieu of ti.000 boi 
on charges of contributing to the delinquent 
of a minor and obscenity. 

A YMCA. spokesman said that, as de; 
clerk,' Buzzek answers phone calls, iak< 
money for rent and membership, and giv* 
receipts. He was not involved in 'any pr 
grams or locker-room* maintenance,* tl
